of the troops and the greater portion of} 


the navy are Satsuma men, -and if this 
is the case it will not be surprising if 
they show little inclination to fight against 
their clansuten. Probably it is among 
these men that the signs of disaffection 
have appeared, “We still hope and believe 
that both the army and tho navy will 
prove loyal, nor is it improbable that the 
insurrection may. result-in the Mikado's 
rile becoming more respected and firmly 
established in Satsuma than it has been 
hitherto, ‘The Satsuma men, if reports 
are correct, are no great favourites with 
the bulk of the people, and only a fellow 
grievance is likely‘ to induce ‘the. latter 
to take up their quarrel, There seems 
now to be-little doubt that the renowned 
General Saigo has added. his influence to 
the insurrection, That is undoubtedly 
an unfortunate thing for the Government. 
Genoral Saigo. was one of the most highly 
respected men in the country; hois a 
skilful leader of troops, and has in tinie 
past ssndered his country some very 
valuable services. . Unfortunately, while

Kirino or Shinowara, 
stating. that’ the necessity of reform has 
frequently been urged by the Satsuma men 
on-Okubo and other Government: officials, 
but that no attention was ever paid to their 
advice.

‘There seems to be o very general 
impression in the capital that the Imperial 
forces.were beaten in the engagements wi 
the insurgentaon the 27th ultimo, and this 
impression gains ground because no news of 
the result is officially announced. 

The German barque Christine will leave

The Héchi Shimbun gives the following 
particulars of the Private School of Sat- 
sumai— : , 

A eolemn oath was required from the 
samurat on their first entering that they 
would be faithful to their party even unto 
death, On joining the School a copy of the 
rules was subscribed to by each novice in his 
own blood. One of these rules forbade the 
students travelling more than twenty-five 7¢ 
from the School without special permission. 
Athletic exercises were kept up among 
them, and every week excursions were made 
into the country in order to test the en- 
durance of the students, From 9 am, to 
10 am, everyday all of them studied 
Chinese literature, and devoted the rest of 
the day tothe discussion of politics and drill. 
Up to the end of last year there were 20,000 
students in the School,.and itis expected that 
this number has been largely increased since 
the troubles in Sateuma commenced, The 
funds of the School were-in a fourishing 
condition, All-the local ofticials were ap- 
pointed from this School, :

Opium hos kept pretty steady without 
‘tmnch variation in the ruling of the rates

forward the market asaumed a firmer tone 
and higher rates wero obtained, Latterly, 
tho rate for the drug has atill improved as 
that of. exchange declined, . The business 
of the fortnight has been on a large scale, 
and both the impo ters and the native 
dealers appear to act with confidencs in the 
firmness of the market for the present. 
To-day's quotation is given at 45874. 
The rate for Benares has also improved, 
and the holders of the drug have evinced 
reater firmness owing to the more favor+ 
able advices from tho Const. The rato 
to-day is $5474. 

The receipts shaw tho total for the 
month, so far, 2,746 chests, against 2,860 
chests to the corresponding date last year. 


During the fortnight ‘some 1,400 choste’ 


have passed into the hands of the local 
consumers, against 700 chests at the cor- 
rosponding fortnight last year, ‘This, with 
the exportations, leaves a stook computed 
at 8,300, against 2,650 chests same time 
last year. Of this quantity 760 chests were 
Benares, of which kind the present stock 
consists of 600 chests.
